The 
letter contained other directions with 
reference to the deposit of the money, and 
demanded $700 instead of the origina? $500. 
« The detectives saw that the handwrit- 
ing was the same, and at once took Katz 
into eustody. 


GRIGGS WORKING FOR SPENCE 


Urges Claims on War Department. 


Place for Wilcoxon. 

Washington, April 9.—(Special.)—Réepre- 
@entative Griggs called at the white 
house today to urge the claims of Captain 
Spence, of Georgia, for appointment in 
the regular army.

ASKED OF CHINA 


Washington, Astounded at Enor- 
mous Total of Claims, 


PAYMENT 1S NOT POSSIBLE 


State Department Working To Scale 
Down Indemnity to a Figure 
That China Can Stand—A 
Speedy Settlement or 
‘Anarchy. 


Washington, April 9.—The state depart- 
ment has heard further from Mr. Rock- 
hill, our special commissioner at Fekin. 
touching the effort-making there to reach 
an agreement respecting the indemnity 
to be demanded from the Chinese govern- 


fient. Mr. Rockhill’s principal effort, 
acting under direct instructions from 


Secretary Hay, to induce the ministers of 
other powers to keep down the total of 
their claims to the amount which the 
financial experts, headed by Sir Robert 
Hart, have decided to be within the abil- 
ity of China to pay. 

The cabinet at its meeting today gave 
attention to the subject of indemnity to 
be required of China, it being brought 
fcrward by Secretary Hay in connection 
with Mr. Rockhill’s dispatches received 
since the last meeting. Great surprise 
was expressed at the enormous total of 
the claims before the ministers at i’ekia, 
which approximate half a billion duilars. 
Moreover, at least one of the powers in- 
sists On ‘keeping the account open until 
it elects to withdraw entirely from Pekin 
at a remote date to be fixed at its own 
wil], thereby leaving the total of its claim 
to be inéreased greatly hereafter. The 

inicn af the other ‘cabinet officers com- 
fietely aecorded with that of Secrctary 
Hay as to th> desirability of securing a 
reduction ofthe claims. 
To Scale Down Claims. 
The United Stites government has felt 


steadfastly. sought to make that figure 
the outside ‘imit of. the claim. Tor itself, 
the state department claims $25.000,000 in- 
demnity, and it has supplicd Mr. Rock- 
hill with data for the presentation of an 
itemized account showing the expendi- 
tures made by the government of the 
United States in the transportation of our 
military contingent in China, its mainten- 
ance there, and the just claims of the 
missionaries who were American citizens 
and suffered in property and person from 
the boxer outbreak. 

Ir its anxiety to avoid oppressing. China, 
and to secure @ speedy settlement of the 
Chinese quisticn, the United States gov- 
ernment <tands willing to make a heavy 
cut in its claim, provided the ether na- 
tions represented at Pekin will abate 
claims in proportion. 

The administration is satisfied that the 
great danger of the situation at Pekin 
lies in delay. Had the representations of 
Mr. ‘Rockhill been heeded, the officials 
are confident that the formidable rebellion 
which has now broken out under the lead 
of General Tung Fu Siang, in Shen Si 
province, never wou!d have occurred. It 
is the hope of the officials here that Tung 
Fu Siang’s movements will stimulate the 
lagcing ministers at Pekin to final action. 
If it does no:, if the court is obliged to 
flee from Siran Fu, and the great Yang 
Tse viceroys are overslaughed by Gen- 
eral Tung Fu Siang, as seems entirely 
prebable, then all China will be plunged 
into anarchy, in the opinion of the offi- 
cjals here. 

Russia Drops Manchuria. 

Pekin, April 9.—The Russian minister 
to China, M. De Giers, responding to the 
note of Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
regarding Manchuria, merely refuses to 
hold further communication with them 
upon the subjéct. 

The Mongolian Prince Olaskan, father 
in law of Prince Tuan, proves to be an 
important factor in the rebellion now in 
progress. He urges the rebellious troops 
to march on Sian Fu. 

Chinese knowing General Tung Fu Sian 
say the emperor brought the rebellion 
upon his’ own head when he published 
the edict threatening the general with 
future punishment. On account of his 
present power and influence General] Tung 
Fu Stan would not permit this and natu- 
rally desired to prove that power. He 
has the entire Mohammedan population 
with him. Prince Tuan also has a large 
following, whfle Prince Olaskan controls 
the entire province of Mongolia. 

The Yang Tse viceroys and governors 
have forwarded a memorial to the throne 
suggesting certain reforms. These re- 
forms suggest, among other things, that 
the royal princes and students of good 
family should travel and study in for- 
eign countries: that the entire army be 
drilled by western methods; that colleges 
and achools be extended, and that a 
standard dollar currency be adopted. 

Russia Coddling Japan, 

London, April 9.—“Russia has now 
changed her tactics,’’ says a dispatch to 
The Daily Mail from Tokio, “and is mak- 
ing desperate efforts to secure not only 
Japan’s neutrality, Dut her benevolent as- 
sistance toward Russia’s far eastern 
schemes.”’ 

"The present is a favorable opportunl- 
ty,” says the Shanghai correspondent of 
The Times, ‘‘to endéavor to secure a rec- 
Oognition of Manchuria as an integral 
part of China and the inclusion of the 
question in the general statement.’’ 


Insulted by Germans.. 

Berlin, April 9.—Nothing is known here 
officially regarding the report that Mr. 
Rockhill, the special American commis- 
sioner at Pekin, and Sir Ernest M. Sa- 
tow, the British minister there, were in- 
sulted by German, soldiers recently while 
returning from @.

The ‘latest dispatches_bring the news 
-that the ‘sultan's soldiers have caught a 
band of armed* Bulgarians and captured 
several hundred pounds of dynamite. 
Many additional &rrests of individuals, 
charged-with conspiracy, have been made. 
- Bulgaria. leading hostile state, of which 
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Ferdinand of Saxony was elected prince 
by the national assembly in 1887, belongs 
to the Greek church, but for many years 
endeavored to become independent of the 
Patriarchate of Constantinople and to 
have all the Bulgarian dioceses of Tur- 
key united under one Bulgarian exarch. 
The demand was granted in 1870. The peo- 
ple are of the Finnish-Ugrian raee, but 
adapted very early the Slavonian lan- 
guage. The country was conquered by the 
Turks in 1396 and by the Berlin treaty of 
1878 was made an autonomous and tribu- 
tary principality under the sultan of Tur-

FEARED THE CZAR WAS ANGRY 


The Return of Warships, However, 
Proves He Is Still .the Ally: 
of the Republic. 


Nice, April 9.—The Russian.squadron ar- 
rived at Ville Franche _this afternoon. 
Admiral Birileff and feur other Russian 
naval officers disembarked and came to 
Nice, where they were received by Presi- 
dent Loubet and M. Delcasse. 

At the banquet this evening in honor of 
the Russian officers, M. Loubet proposed 
the health of the czar, ‘‘who, in sending 
you hither to salute the president of the 
French republic, has proved once more the 
constancy of his sentiment for a friendly 
allied nation.”’ 

It appears that Admiral Bierleff yester- 
day disembarked at Barcelona, and was 
summoned to the Russian legation at 
Madrid, where a dispatch from the czar 
was communicated .to him, instructing 
him to:return to the Riviera and salute 
President Loubet. Admiral Birileff: im- 
mediately telegraphed to Barcelona, or- 
dering ‘the Russian squadron to get up 
steam and on his return there last even- 
ing the squadron sailed for Ville Franche, 
where the Russian ships will be able to 
participate in the ceremony of the em- 
barkation .and departure of President 
Loubet *for Toulon, without the Russian. 
warship’s presence constituting a political 
share of the Franco-Italian’ demonstra- 
tion.

SAILORS FIND THEIR SILVER 


Handsome Service Belonging to the 
Cruiser Cincinnati Recovered. 


MISSING FOR MANY MONTHS

Washington, April 9.—The handsome 
silver service belonging to ths cruiser 
Cincinnati, presented to that ship by the 
city of Cincinnati, which has been lost 
for the last two years, and. which the 
navy depgrtment used every effort.to get 
trace of, has been found. It was entirely 
lest sight of for many months, and only 
recently was the first trace of it secured 
through an officer who had been on the 
Cincinnati when the Spanish-American 
war broke out. 

It appears that in the rush of getting 
ready for the war, the Cincinnati made a 
hurried stop at the Norfolk navy yard, 
where she stripped herself of all super- 
fluous belongings. Among the articles un- 
loaded was the souvenir silver service, 
but in the hurry of departure no receipt 
was taken for it. It was stored away 
without krowledge of its value; as the 
cfficers of the ship were expected to look 
after such a possession. It has now been 
four:d intact, and steps are being taken 
to restore it to the Cincinnati.

Embassy of King Sdward Not Pop- 
ular at Berlin. 

Berlin, April 9.—At the reception today 
of the British special mission to announce 
the death of Queen Victoria and the ac- 
cession of King Edward VII, Emperor 
William wore a British admiral’s uniform, 
with the Order of the Garter. After the 
formal ceremonies were over, his majeb- 
ty conversed affably with each member 
of the mission and then conducted them 
to an adjacent room and introduced them 
to the empress. 

The police were much in evidence and 
kept the streets clear of people a hundred 
yards above and below the Hotel Bristol, 
and halfway across Unter den Linden. 
This precaution is said to have been tak- 
en to avoid an unseemly anti-British 
demonstration, like that of Sunday night, 
when, upon the arrival of the mission, a 
number of persons crowded in front of the 
Hotel Bristol and shouted “Down with 
England!”’ ‘‘Victory for the Boers!” which 
caused five arrests to be made. 

The commissioners did not wholly es- 
cape a demonstration of Anglophdobism. 
There were shouts of “Down with the 
English!’’ outside of the hotel, in spite of 
the strong nolice force on duty in its vi- 
cinity. 


THREE GOLD BARS ARE STOLEN 


Thieves Make a Rich Haul on an 
Atlantic Liner. 

Cherbourg, France, April 9.—On the ar- 
rival here today of the North German 
Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, Captain Engelbart, of New York, 
April 2d, it was announced that three 
gold bars, worth £4,000 pounds each, had 
been stolen during the voyage. 

All the baggage landed here was ex- 
amined with the utmost care by the cus- 
toms officers and detectives, but the gold 
was not discovered. One hundred and 
fifty passengers landed for Paris, and 
several detectives traveled in the special 
train with them.

Arrington was a promi- 
nent young druggist of this place, and 
Miss Cleghorn was the daughter of Cap-— 
tain J. S. Cleghorn, who is one of the 
most Prominent business men in this part 
of the country.

Broken Engagement the Cause.

LAURENS FARMERS CONFER. 


Discussed Matters | of Interest to 
Them—Pianting ‘Less Cotton. 
Dublin, Ga., April 8.—(Special.)—In re- 
sponse to the suggestion of Mr. Harvie 
Jerdan, presilent of the Cottcn Growera’ 
Protective Association, a meeting of the 
farmers of Laurens county was held in 
thfs city Saturday. ‘The meeting, while 
not largely attended, was a very repre- 
sentative one, farmers fron: every section 
being in attendance. In erder to determ- 
ine whether the cotton acreage in this 
county is being tncreased this year over 
last year, and if so to what extent, every 
rerson present was called upon in turn 
for a statement. This brought out the 
fact that instead of the acreage being in- 
creased, probably less cotton will be 
planted in Laurens county fhis year than 
last year. The farmers stated that they 
sold their cotton seed last fall beciuse 
they thought that the price was sufficient- 
ly high to warrant them doing this and 
purchasing commercia] fertilizers as a 
substitute. One farmer stated that no 
man could afford to use cotton seed as 
a fertilizer after the price per bushel had 
‘advancea beyond 12% cents, and that he 
disposed of all he had at an average price 

per bushel of 24 cents. 

This assertion brought out for discus- 
“When is the farmer 

justified in felling his cotton seed and 
purchasing éommercial fertilizers?’ Some 
Gf those preseht dotbied the wisdom. of 
disposing of the seed at any price, while 
‘others were of the opinion that occasion- 
ally it was to the advantage of the 
farmer to sell his seed. In order to set- 
tle the matter,A committee was appoint- 
‘ed to procure all the statistics possible on 
this point from every available source 
and report to the club at a subsequent 
meeting. 

A strong resolution was adopted at the 
meeting calling upon the farmers every- 
where to cut down their cotton acreage 
even below that of last year, and to 
diversify their crops as much as possible. 

Another meeting will be held shortly at 
which time the question of making an cx- 
hibit at the state fair at Savannah this 
fall will be discussed.

Defendant Entered, Accompanied by 
Wife and Mother—The Trial 
Will Occupy Only a Few 
Days in Kentucky 
Court. 


Lexington, Ky., April 9.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 11:30 o’clock the trial of. the 
fourth suspect in the now famous agsas- 
sination of Governor William Goebel at 
thé statehouse at Frankfort, in January, 
1900, . was begun. : 

The prisoner is Captain Garnett Ripley,

| governor, Taylor, as a body guard 
while the legislature was settling the 
contest. 

The commonwealth announced ready 
this morning, calling fifty-nine witnesses, 
some thirty-five of whom answered. The 
defense has about thirty-two witnesses. 
Ripley entered the courtroom looking 
somewhat pale and nervous, accompanied 
by his wife and mother. The trial will 
require several days, but will not be as 
long drawn out as were the trials of Pow- 
ers, Howard and Youtzey, all of whom: 
were convicted.

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Judgment of Lower Court Sustained, 
‘the Court Holding That Com- 
*pany Is Liable for Tax. . 


Jackson, Miss., April 9%.—(Special.)— 
Quite a mimber of opinions of considera- 
tle importance were handed down at the 
sitting of the supreme court yesterday af- 
ternoon. Chief in importance, perhaps, 
was the opinion read by Chief Justice 
Whitfield, in the case of the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car Company versus Wirt Adams, 
State revenue agent, fromthe circuit 
court of Hinds county. The revenue 
agent brcught suit against the Pullman 
company to recover privilege tax due for 
several years at the rate or $200 per an- 
num and an additional tax of 2% cents per 
mile for each mile over which the com- 
pany operates its cars in Mississippi, the 
entire sum alleged to be delinquent being 
about $8,000. In its defense the company 


| contended that the state tax was viola- 


tive of the interstate commerce laws and 
the court ruled adversely to this defense. 
Justice Whitfield sustained the lower 
court and stated that the statute had 
reference to local business only and did 
not in any way conflict with interstate 
laws. . 

Chief Justice Whitfield scathingly de- 
nouriced the foreign building and loan 
companies that have been securing usu- 
rious contracts in Mississippi. The case 
in point was that of Mrs. Inge versus 
the Interstate Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, from the chancery court of Lauder- 
dale county. Mrs. Inge had contracted 
for twenty shares of stock to mature at a 
par value of $100 each, and it was after- 
wards discovered that she was really pay- 
ing on forty shares of stock, and that a 
clause had been inserted in the contract 
making these additiona] shares the prop- 
erty of the company at maturity as pre- 
mium shares. Justice Whitfield stated 
that while building and loan associations 
had been originally founded as beneficent 
enterprises, that unscrupulous money 
lenders had debased them to their own 
uses until] now nearly every foreign con- 
cern that was attempting to do business 
in the state was filled with double-dyed 
iniquity. 

Associated Justice Calhoon reversed the 
case of Ranse Jackson versus the State, 
from the circuit court of Bolivar county. 
Jackson had been convicted of killing a 
white man and sentenced to be hanged. 
The trouble originated over a game of 
craps and it seems that the negro acted 
in a great measure in self-defense. 

Justice Calhoon also referred the case of 
Mrs. Annie P. Wooten versus the Mobile 
and Ohio road, suit for $25,000 damages. 
This ig the case in which Hon. Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, was the attorney for 
the plaintiff. The husband of Mrs. Woot- 
en was killed while trying to board a 
moving train at Brooksville. He held 
tickets for himself and family, the latter 
being aboard the train, and as he had 
caught the hand rail of the coach his 
body. struck a baggage truck that had 
been left near the train and he was 
thrown under the wheels and killed. The 
railroad won a victory in the lower court 
and the case will now be given another 
trial on instructions from the supreme 
court that it ig often human nature for a 
man to attempt to board a moving train, 
even though he realizes that the danger is 
imminent. 

In the case of A. McCall versus the 
State, charged with manslaughter, Asso- 
ciate Justice Terrall held that under the 
common laws of Mississippi qa man is not 
compelled to run when attacked; that he 
has a right to make defense, and the case 
was therefore reversed. 

In .the case of J. R. Filtner versus J. D. 
McDougal, Justice Terral] made the im- 
portant ruling that a justice of the peace 
has no authority in law to serve a process 
in person, and that such service is invalid. 

The judgment of the circuit court of 
Hinds county versus J. C. Hall was af- 
firmed. In this case Mr. Hall sued to re- 
cover damages to the amount of about 
$10,000 for property alleged to have been 
injured or destroyed while leased to the 
penitentiary board of control. Justice 
Terrall pointed-out the principle in law 
that a sovereign state cannot be sued 
without.consent, and that in this case 
no consent had been given. He also held 
that the claim of Mr. Hall was one that 
could not be recognized by the auditor or 
taken up in that department for settle- 
ment and that the plaintiff would) have to 
seek relief through other channels. 


versus Geoffrey Frank et al., from the 
chancery court of Bolivar county, was af- 
firmed. The suit has been before the 
court for about two years and is an obli- 
gation for property formerly owned by 
William Covington, who for several years 
prior to and after the war, it is alleged, 
had a common law wife. The heirs of 
this woman, who was a mulatto, sued for 
their portion of the estate. In affirming 
the case the supreme court held that no 
marriage relations had existed. 

A legal opinion just rendered by Attor- 
ney General: McClurg, in response to a 
request from the board of supervisors of 
Franklin county, is likely to prove disap- 
pointing to several counties in the state 
that contemplated the erection of new 
courthouses with the back tax money re- 
cently apportioned by State Revenue 
Agent Adams. The attorney general holds 
that instead of the money being placed 
in the general fund, it must be appor- 
tioned between the various funds of the 
county on the basis prevailing during the 
year for which the taxes were due. As 
the pro rata of wi levy for the general 
fund in nearly all the counties forms only 
&@ small percentage of the total levy, it 
will thus be impossible to build court- 
houses with the newly acquired wealth. 

A company of local capitalists has been 
organized here for the purpose of erect- 
ing a modern hotel to cost $100,000. The 
structure will be erected on Capitol street, 
just opposite the governor’s mansion, on 
the site now occupied by the Elks Club. 
Although Jackson is the railroad center 
of Mississippi and one of the principal 
mommercia] centers, the hotel accomoda- 
tions have always been inadequate and 
it is expected that the new structure will 
give the city quite an impetus and a better 
name with the traveling public.

REFUSED TO MOVE HIS HORSE 


State Expects To Prove That the Of- 
ficers Had Grudge Against the 
Young Man and Fired on 
Him While He Was 


Dying. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 9.—(Special.)—A 
notable trial is in progress at Carthage. 
There was great delay in getting a jury, 
and two snecial venires were exhausted. 
The trial is of three men, all white—Scott, 
Petty and Moreland—and they are charged 
with the murder of a young man of good 
family, named McIver. The latter was 
at Carthage drunk. His horse was on 
the sidewalk. There was a quarrel about 
moving the horse. The mem who were 
special policemen, shot MclIver, and, 
it is alleged by the state, that they had a 
grudge against him and shot him while 
he was lying in the street, dying from 
wounds. The case has aroused a great 
deal of feeling.

This morning the weather bureau has 
issued the first weather and crop bul- 
letin of the year. The bulletin says: 

“The winter was very mild, with a con- 
siderable deficiency in rainfall and almost 
no snow. The coldest weather occurred 
during the latter part of February and 
early in March. March 6th the lowest 
temperatures for the wint were, record- 
ed at many places. Some wheat was 
winter-killed, and suffered by the heaving 
of the dry soil. The entire absence of 
warm periods retarded the growth of veg- 
etation, forests are still very backward 
and spring is late. The long period of 
dry weather in March enabled the farm- 
ers to make excellent headway with pre- 
liminary farm work. Rainy weather 
set in on March 25th, which broke the 
drought, compacted the soil about the 
roots of wheat and started its rapid 
growth. 

“The weather during the week ending 
last night was very unfavorable for farm 
work, chiefly on account of the excessive 
rainfall April 2d and 3d, which averaged 
more than three inches for the state. 
Heavy freshets occurred on all the rivers, 
bottom lands were submerged and fresh- 
ly plowed fields were considerably washed 
or packed. The rainfall exceeded the 
normal by over two inches. he tem- 
perature conditions also Were quite un- 
favorable. The entire week was very 
cool, and the mean averaged over 5 de- 
grees below the normal daily. Light 
frost occurred April ith without damage. 
The amount of sunshine was abundant. 
High winds prevailed the entire week, 
which helped to hinder farm work, so 
that very little was accom;*ahed. Never- 
theless, in many counties preparations for 
corn and cotton are well advanced; farm- 
ers are ready to apply fertilizers and be- 
gin planting actively when weather con- 
ditions will permit. 

“Very little cotton has been planted, 
and that in the extreme south portion; 
preparations are under way for a full 
crop. Planting corn has progressed slow- 
ly; a little early planted is up in the 
south. Tobacco plants in beds have start- 
ed growing nicely. Spring oats have been 
seeded and are coming up well. The 
cool, rainy weather has been extremely 
beneficial to wheat, which has greatly 
improved and now looks very promising. 
The season in the southeast trucking re- 
gion is more backward than elsewhere, 
and truck crops are late. Irish potatoes 
have been planted, peas and cabbages 
look well, and shipments of radishes and 
lettuce have been made. Fruit is still 
safe throughout the state; peach and 
plum trees are in bloom everywhere east 
of the Blue “Ridge, but are holding back 
well in the west. Strawberries, while 
later than last year, are blooming heavi- 
ly now, and berries are beginning to 
grow.”’ 


JOHN WEST PLEADED GUILTY. 


Was a Member of the Miller-Dun- 
can Safe Robber Gang. 

Birmingham, Ala.. April 9.—(Special.)— 
John D. West. who was arrested as a 
member of the famous Miller-Duncan 
gang of safe blowers, entered a plea of 
guilty to the robbing of the safe of the 
Standard Oi] Company this morning in 
the criminal court and was given a sen- 
tence of twenty-five vears in the peni- 
tentiary. This leaves but one member of 
the gang now in custody who has not 
been tried and he is now’on trial. This 
is Tom Fay. His case was taken up to- 
day and is in progress. The sentence 
given West was the same as that received 
by Frank Edwards, another member of 
the gang, upon being convicted. Fay 
claims that he was not present at the 
time; of the robbery and had nothing to 
do with it. He entered a plea of not guil- 
ty and stated that he expected to prove 
that he was in a room over Gelder’s res- 
taurant in this city when the robbery 
took place. It was two or three hours 
after this robbery when Frank Miller anda 
Fran& Duncan were arrested by Police- 
men Kirkley and Adams and broke away 
from the officers while on their way to 
the police station. Both > officers were 
fatally shot and before Adams died hg 
identified Miller and Duncan as the men 
who did the shooting. Miller is under 
death sentence and Duncan a sentence of 
life imprisonment, Their cases are wit} 
the supreme _ court.

HAD TOOLS OF THEIR OWN 


But Broke Into Blacksmith Shops 
and Left Tools Near the Safes. 
Capture of the Gang. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 9.—(Special.)—This 
week the vrofessional cracksmen who 
blew open the express safe here and re- 
peated that performance at various other 
places in this state and South Carolina, 
but who were captured at Morven, are to 
be placed in jai at Wilmington, as it is 
feared they will escape from Wadesboro 
They had the best tools made for 
their business, but made .{t a point to 
break into a blacksmith shop and take 
tools which they left at the cracked safe, 
in order to create the impression that 
amateurs did the work. 


repeatedly assured your correspondent 
that it was not only self-supporting last 
year, but was $20,000 on the right side of 
the ledger, and they declared that it 
would need no state appropriation this 
year or next year; in fact, never again, 
if it were managed as they had managed 
it.

The 
strike in Alamance was merely a lockout, 
and the determined attitude of mill own- 
ers crushed the organization which was 
not for any real good of the operatives, 
but only tended to make them neglect- 
ful of their work and overbearing to an 
insupportable degree. During the strike 
it was found that operatives were neg- 
lecting piece work, for which they were 
wel] paid, to such an extent that the mill 
owners were losing 15 per cent. Add to 
this that even the youngest employees, 
belonging to the union, would reply most 
insultingly to any directions.” The leg- 
islature in March, as was fully reported 
in this correspondence, ratified fully the 
agreement of the mills to have reasonable 
hours of labor and regulation of child 
labor. Gompers will hardly be able to 
make any stir in the North Carolina tex- 


tile mills. '

Ticket Scalper Who Was Ejected 
from a Train. 

Charleston. S. C.. April 9.—(Special.)— 
Testimony in the $20,000 damage suit of 
Henry Casparry. a ticket scalper, against 
the South Carolina and Georgia railroad, 
now leased by the Southern, was submit- 
ted to Judge Aldrich in the state court 
today. The case appears to have centered 
on the right of a scalper to ply his trade 
on board trains. Casparry admitted that 
he was buying return coupons of excur- 
sion tickets from passengers when ejected 
from a Southern railway train near 
Charleston, and the railroad admitted, 
that he was ejected for trespassing and 
doing business on _ railroad property. 
Counsel for the plaintiff contends that he 
was not violating any law and personal 
damage is sought because evidence was 
submitted to vrove that four men had 
taken Casparry bodily and had thrown 
him from the train. 

General Passenger Agent Hardwick and 
a number of Southern railway officials 
were on the stand today. Mr. Hardwick 
said it was the only case of the kind 
known to him during his long connection 
with rafiroads where a ticket scaiper had 
been put off a train fer plying an illegal 
trade and who had the nerve to sue for 
damages.

The 
dogs followed the trail to the house of 
Tom Holloway, who was arrested and 
narrowly escaped lynching. But better 
judgment prevailed and the law was al- 
lowed to take its course. There was no 
evidence upon which to convict the ne- 
gro, and a verdict of pot gullty was re- 
turned. 


Fred Royall Acquitted.

An ordinance is in 
existence which forbids taloons Pbaving 
any kind of obstruction in front cf Goors 
or windows to their places of bus'ness, 
which would prevent a clear view of the 
interior. It also forbids private drinking 
booths in the rear. Several cf the salcons 
have these booths, but the requirements 
as to clear fronts are well observe. 

Since the agitation on the dispensary 
question has been started here pressure 
has been brought to bear con the police 
department to more strictly enforce this 
ordinance. -In the ‘council discussion it 
was brought out that this is a compro- 
mise agreed on between the saloon men 
and the prohibitionists in a prohibtion 
fight some ten or twelve years ago. Liquor 
dealers were willing to make any reason- 
able concessions to prevent a fight. Slight 
deviations from strict adherence to the 
ordinance have been winked at for years 
and the renewed stir is occasioned by pro- 
hibitionists.

Lee and Hall of Fame. 


“But our captain is not worthy, says a 

reat newspaper of New . York city, to 

ave a place in the American Westmin- 
ster Abbey, the American Temple of Hon- 
or. Washington and Jefferson, the Virygin- 
ian rebels, would ibe, it is claimed,. offend- 
ed by the coming to their side of Il2£e, 
their countryman. Beyond all doubt, they 
were rebels against the best government 
the world had ever seen—up to that time. 
Shall he be excluded because, feurscoth, 
the same charge may be made against 
him, with surely by no means universal 
consent as to its being his accurate des- 
ignation? The sound judgment of the 
electors has been proof even against the 
diatribes of this thunderer of the press, 
and our chieftain’s name will stand by 
thos of his great forerunners. But had it 
not been so—no matter’ the judg- 
ment of civilized mankind, the juigment 
of English-speaking men the world over, 
had built him a temple of honor wherein 
he should dwell almost aione.

Heroic Equestrian Statue of Gen- 
eral Logan Unveiled, 


EULOGY BY THE PRESIDENT 


McKinley Pays High Tribute to Lo- 
gan as a Soldier and Citizen. 
Statue Was Unveiled by 
a Grandson of the 
General. 


Washington, April 9.—The heroic bronze 
equestrian statue of Major General John 
A. Logan, which rests on an imposing 
bronze pedestal in Iowa circle, was -un- 
vetled today in the presence of the presi- 
dent, the cabinet, the ‘widow and relatives 
of the gallant soldier, many of his com- 
rades in arms and a vast multitude of 
people. The sculptor, Franklin Simmons, 
who was knighted by King Humbert of 
Italy as a tribute to the artistic character 
of the work, also was present. 

Grandson Unveils Statue. 

Master George Tucker, a grandson of 
the warrior, pulléd the unveiling cord at 
2:45 o’clock. The folds of the large AmeN- 
can flag fell] away and the dashing figure 
of “Black Jack’ Logan, seated on his 
charger, stood revealed amid a roar of 
cheering that:echoed far down the inter- 
sectine streets and avenues, The presi- 
dent and members of the cabinet had 
been escorted to the statue by a military 
parade under command of Colonel Fran- 
cis L, Guenther, of the Fourth United 
States artillery. The- procession included 
detachments from the artillery and in- 
fantry arms of the regular army, a bat- 
talion of marines and a company of sea- 
men from the navy yard, a provisional 
regiment of the District of Columbia mili- 
tia, members of the societies of the army 
of the Tennessee and army of the Cum- 
berland and members of the local vet- 
erans’ associations. Mrs. John A. Logan 
and the other relatives sat upon a plat- 
fopm at the base of the monument. The 
president and his cabinet and other dis- 
tinguished guests: occupied a flag-draped 
stand opposite this platform. 

General Grenville M. Dodge, president 
of fhe Army.of the Tennessee, presided 
over the ceremonies. He paid 4 high per- 
sonal tribute to the dead chieftain and 
after the invocation had been offered by 
Rev. Frank Bristol. introduced the sculp- 
tor, Mr. Simmons, to the assemblage. The 
statue was then unveiled amid great ap- 
plause and the Fourth artillery band ren- 
dered *‘Columbia.”’ 

At the moment of the unveiling a sec- 
tion of the Fourth artillery fired a 
national salute on the white lot, south of 
the executive mansion. 


President McKinley on Logan. 

President McKinley received an ovation 
as he was introduced and it was some 
time before he could begin his remarks. 
He spoke as follows: 

“My Fellow Citizens: It is a good token 
when patriots are honored and patriotism 
exalted. Monuments which express the 
nation’s gratitude for great deeds inspire 
great deeds. The statue unveiled today 
proicaims our country’s appreciation of 
one of her heroic song. whose name is 
dear to the American people. the ideal 
volunteer of two wars, the eminent sena- 
tor and commoner, General John A. Lo- 
gan. ' 

“Logan's career was unique. His dis- 
tinction does not rest upon his military 
achievements alone. His services in the 
legislature of his own state, in the 
national house of representatives and in 
the senate of the United States would 
have given him an equal conspicuous 
place in the annals of the country. He 
was great in the forum and in the field. 

‘Some names instantly suggest a senti- 
ment. That of Logan stands for exalted 
patriotism. This was the key of his suc- 
cess. Party politics to him was nothing 
when the union was in danger. When the 
alternative came he was swift to dedicate 
nis life and fortune to the party of Lin- 
coln, because it stood for the indivisibili- 
ty of the union. How much he did to cre- 
ate and increase the sentiment of loyalty 
and patriotism among the people oF his 
own state and throughout the nation can 
never be told. He stood with Dougluss 
holding up the cause of the union and 
offered his own life as a cheerfu] sacritice, 
if need be, for its preservation. 


Patriot and Partisan. 


“Logan was never half-hearted. An in- 
tense patriot, he was also an intense par- 
tisan. He was forceful in the senate, as 
he was undaunted in battle. He had con- 
victions and followed them to their con- 
clusions at any cost. He was never a 
trimmer nor a laggard. He despised du- 
plicity, was the soul of frankness and al- 
ways at the front in every struggle, civi! 
or military, during the vears of his event- 
ful life. He was a leader from boyhood, 
the recognized captain among his ‘youth- 
ful associates. His integrity was pro- 
nounced and served him well, as integrity 
will serve every man who has and keeps 
it. His success was founded on Z£00d 
character, unfailing sincerity. high cour- 
age and unremitting industry. He came 
out of the war with the highest military 
honors of the volunteer soldier. Brilliant 
in battle and strong in military coundéil, 
his was also the true American spirit. fo 
when the war was ended he was quick 
and eager to return to the peaceful pur- 
suits of civil life. While a strict dis- 
ciplinarian, he was yet beloved by all his 
men. No duty was too hazardous for 
them to cheerfuliv undertake, and no 
sacrifice was too great for them to under- 
z0 when he commanded. He was not 
only considerate and tender of the sol- 
diers whom he led, but generous and 
chivalrous tc his brother officers. It was 
significant of his generous spirit that un- 
der the tempting opportunity of a great 
command he declined it rather than in- 
justice should be done and humiliation 
put upon a brother officer. No wonder

Richenberg, Austria, For 
Some time, says the consul, it has been 
understood that the Austrian, German 
and Belgian spinners of linen have de- 
cided to unite in a reduction of product. 
From Paris has come the news that the 
French spinners alsd are to join in re- 
ducing the output of the mills. The ob- 
ject is believed to be to steady and possi- 
bly to enhance the price of linen yarn. 
Makers of linen cloth. have, during the 
fall and winter, suffered from the high 
price of yarn, and this enormous combi- 
nation will make ‘conditions still worse, 
says the consul.

Main Topic of Discussion with the 
Florida Legislators. 

Tallahassee, Fla., April 9.—(Special.)— 
The overshadowing convict refcrm ques- 
tion still consumes a large part of cach 
session of both houses of the legislature. 
The matter is still a subject of extensive 
discussion, and leading members admit 
probable action impecssible to foresee. 
The questions of pensions to confederate 
soldiers and sailors and their widows is 
assuming much prominence, Additional 
bills bearing thereon were introduced in 
each house today. Bilis were introduced 
in each house to prevent cruelty to chil- 
dren and animals andto rescue children 
from immoral suiroungings. 

The senate received a bill for the en- 
largement of the state insane asylum at 
Chattahoochee, alsg a concurrent resolu- 
tion favoring the popular election of 
United States genators. 
there were introduced three bills changing 
the divorce laws and reducing the resi- 
dence required for a divorge from two to 
one year. Also bills requiring counties to 
furnish fres school books; to regulate the 
turning of forests and prairies; to place 
street car companies under the. control 
and jurisdiction of the railroad commis- 
sion; providing for the destruction of 
bonds in sinking funds; to protect sea- 
men from imposition and provide for 
shipping agents; fixing penalties for sell- 
ing liquor in dry precincts and counties; 
making it unlawful for an employer to 
coerce employees, as to their votes, and 
to protect persons engaging in any labor 
or business he chooses and providing pen- 
alties for violence against such person. 

Mr. Rivers’s state uniform textbook bill 
received its death blow by being reported 
adversely. 

The senate today refused to grant Gov- 
ernor Jennings’s request to send a sve- 
cial committee to confer with and re- 
ceive information from him, holding that 
the governor should communicate such 
information direct ip writing.

ATTORNEYS. NEARLY FIGHT 


Osborne Brings Out That Jones In- 
formed His Attorney, House, 
of the Crime Before He 
Confessed to State 
Officers. 


New York, April 9.—A feature of the 
‘examination ‘of Valet Jones in today’s 
‘session Of the hearing concerning the 
‘death of William M. ‘Rice, the Texas 
‘millionaire, was a line of questioning 
which led to a heated scene at the noon 
recess between Attorney Moore, who rep- 
resents Lawyer Patrick, and Assistant 
District Attorney Osborne. 

The cause of the dispute was Mr. Os- 
borne’s success in wringing from Valet 
Jones certain testimony against Patrick. 
Frederick House is one of Patrick’s law- 
yers. Previous to Jones's turning state’s 
evidence, Mr. House represented the valet 
also. By a ruling of the court Mr. Os- 
borne was allowed to ask the witness 
what he and Patrick had told their law- 
yer at the first interview in the Tombs. 
Jones replied that it was a complete con- 
fession of murder, differing not at all 
from his story at the hearing. 

During all the long cross-examinations 
of Jones. which ended only an hour be- 
fore recess, Mr. Moore made it apparent 
that his sledge hammer questions were 
all directed at one point. He sought to 
show that Jones’s story was concocted at 
the instigation of some of the men inter- 
ested in disproving the second Rice will. 
He laid special stress on Jones’s conver- 
sations with Captain Baker, executor of 
the first will. The cross-examination was 
full of insinuations and recriminations 
against Jones, Mr. Osborne and Mr. Bat- 
tle, the latter Jones’s special counsel. 

Osborne Scores a Point. 

When at last Mr. Moore said: ‘‘We are 

through with the witness,’’ Mr. Osborne, 


on thé rebuttal, asked quietly: 
‘yones, to whom did you first tell the 


Rice‘ I mean the same story you told 


here. 

‘To Mr. House,’ was the reply. 

The question apnarently was a surprise. 
Mr. House flushed and looked hard at the 
table. Patrick tugged at his beard and 
Mr. Moore sprang to his feet. é' 

‘We object to that question,’”’ he 
shouted. ‘‘We have some rights in this 
court. Anything the witness said to his 
counsel involves the ‘prisoner. It is a 
Spear VY confidence which must not 

revealed.’’ 

But Justice Jerome only said: “Objec- 
tion overruled."’ 

Jones then described at length his first 
interview with Mr. Osborne in_ the 
Tombs counsel room. On Patrick’s ad- 
vice he had told the truth, he said. ‘I 
told Mr. House that I murdered Mr. 
Rice,”’ said Jones. ‘I told him that I 
gave him mercury pills, where I got the 
chloroform and all about it.” 

“Did you tell him about the oxalic 
acid?’’ 

**VYes,’’ 

“And what did Mr. House say?” 

“He told Patrick that it would not do 
for him to put all the blame on me; that 
he was as much in it as I was.” 

Mr. Osborne brought out the fact that 
the talk with Mr. House occurred sev- 
eral days before the district attorney had 
the faintest idea that the prisoner would 
make a confession. 

“What did Patrick say to Mr. House?’ 
Mr. Osborne asked. 

“Why, he explained’ that we had put 
Rice out of the way because the drafts 
were coming due from Texas,’’ gaid 
Jones. 

Attorneys in a Clash. 

Court then adjourned until 2 o’clock. A 
few minutes later Justice Jerome went 
out and the courtroom was cleared of 
everyone save lawyers and reporters. Mr. 
Osborne arose from his side of the table 
and started for the door. Mr. Moore met 
him at a corner of the table. 

‘Mr. Osborne,’’ he began in a quiet 
voice, ‘I want to tell you that your con- 
duct in making Jones tell his conversa- 
tion with Mr. House was unprofessional. 
It was not right.”’ 

The district attorney’s face was crim- 
son in a minute. “I only did it,’’ he said, 
“because of your insinuations that we 
eoncocted Jones's story. You have cast 
reflections apes Captain Baker. He is 
my friend. guard his reputation as 
zealously as I do my own.”’ 

At the mention of his name Captain 
Baker stepped forward and stood at Mr. 
Osborne’s elbow. 

‘‘You have not strengthened your case 
any,.’’ continued Mr. Moore. “You have 
only put Mr. House in a hole. I tell you 
that it was not fair.” 

“TI don’t give a d—n for the way you 
do things up the state,’’ shouted Mr. Os- 
borne, referring to Mr. Moore, he being a 
recent arrivalin this city. ‘‘You attend to 
your own side of the case. If you had a 
professional sense of honor you would 
not interfere with me in trying the case 
out of court.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Garvin 
then stepped between the two men. Amid 
a running fire of accusations and recrim- 
inations Mr. Osborne went back to his of- 
fice. Mr. Moore followed him as far as 
the hall. 


Valet Jones on Stand. 


The commitnmient proceedings in the case 
of Albert T. Patrick, who is accused of 
having caused the death of William 
Marsh Rice, the aged Texas millionaire, 
in September last. were resumed before 
Justice JerOme sitting as a magistrate 
today. 
Charles F.. Jones, who was Rice’s valet, 
and who has turned informer, was re- 
called for cross-examination by Mr. 
Moore. Jones said that the stenographic 
roies taken of the statements made by 
him at police headquarters after his ar- 
rest hod not been read over by tim. A 
transcript of the notes was then handed 
the witness and he was told to read it 
carefully and see whether it was a cor- 
rect report of what he had then said. In 
this statement, made October 4th, Jones 
said that Rice died a natural death, and 
also that the will dated 1900 was genuine. 
Jores took fully half an hour to read 
the document. In reply to Mr. Moore, he 
said the statements made by him to Cap- 
tein McClusky were correctly recorded in 
the transcript. 
A copy of Jones's statement to Assist- 
ant District Attorrey Osborne, in. the 
Tombs, on October 2th, in which he said 
that Patrick administered chloroform to 
Rice, was produced and the witness said 
it had been read over to him, and was 
substantially correct. Mr. Moore then 
asked Jones several questions as to his 
movements during the evening of Sunday, 
September 23d, the day on which Rice 
died. Jones said he left Rice’s apart- 
ments, went to a restaurant and returned 
again about 6 o'clock, after having taken 
cinmner. He did not see Mr. Rice in life 
efter he returned from the restaurant. 
How Chloroform Was Applied.

The witness was then questioned close- 
ly as to Rice’s condition when the towel 
was put over his face, but Jones said he 
could not say whether Rice’s eyes were 
closed or not, as the room was dark. 
After he had placed the towel in position 
he went out into the hall and did not 
return for half an hour. Witness had a 
faint recollection of having heard Rice 
laugh, while he (witness) was out of the 
room, otherwise there was no noise in 
the room. 

“After h Ags removed the towel and tele- 
Phoned Patrick the second time, what 
cccurred?’’ 

“Patrick and Dr. Curry came to the 
apartments, and I told Dr. Curry that Mr. 
Rice was dead.”’ 

Jones then said that Dr. Curry placed 
his head close to Rice’s face and pro- 
rounced him dead. Mr. Patrick remain- 
ed continuously in the house after Dr. 
Curry had left, and was there until after 
the emta!ming prcecess was gone through. 

“Did Patrick do anything regarding the 
gathering of’ papers or documents during 
the time h2 was in the apartments?’ 

Pntrick Got Rice’s Papers. 

The witness replied that Patrick did 
nothing in regard to the papers to his 
(Jones’s) knowledge until after the under- 
taker left. , 

Later on Jones said that he handed 
scme papers to Patrick on that Sunday 
night. Th2y included notes, coupons, 
deeds and other papers. He had made a 
list of them, but could not say where that 
list is now. Patrick took all.the papers 
away with him. Patrick called at the 
Rice apartment the next day, but nothing 
of importence happened. 

This closed the cross-examination. 

Mr. Osborne then asked ths witness: 

“To whom did you first tell the story of 
the chlorcforming of Mr. Rice, the story 
which you have told here?” 

Mr. Moore objected on the ground that 
the statement was a privileged oummuni- 
cation between the co-defendants and 
their legal advisers; but, after a long 
argument, the question was allowed. 

Jones replied: 

I told it tec Lawyer Fred B. House. Mr. 
Patrick was present at that time. 1 told 
him that I had given mercury to Mr. Rice 
and afte.wards had administered chloro- 
fcrm to him. Patrick told nie to tell the 
truth, but Mr. Hovse said that it would 
not do for Mr. Pat/ick to be made to ap- 
pear as closely in it as myself. Patrick 
said at this meeting that the reason that 
Rice had to be put out of the way was 
that the drafts were coming cn, and they 
could not afford to let them be paid.”’ 

Testimony was given by two telephone 
operators, showing the use of the tele- 
phones in Rice’s and Patrick’s apart- 
ments on the day of Rice’s death. Evi- 
dence was introduced to show the deliv- 
ery of an express package from Galves- 
ton, Tex., at the Rice apartment, in sup- 
pert of Jones's statement that he had re- 
ceived poison from his brother in Gal- 
veston. 

Efforts To Cash Big Check. 

John H. Wallace, paying teller in the 
banking house of Swenson & Co., testi- 
fied that on September 24, 1900, David L. 
Short presented a check for $25,000 which 
he asked to have certified. It purported 
to be drawn by William M. Rice. 
“T took the check,’’ said the witness, 
“and afterwards compared it with other 
checks drawn by Rice. I noticed a 
discrepancy between the name on the 
face of the check and the indorsement on 
tBie back of it. It was indorsed by Albert 
T. Patrick, but on the face the letter ‘I’ 
was omitted in the word Albert. I hand- 
ed back the check to Short and said that, 
as it was for a large amount, it would be 
better to have a new one made out. Short 
went away, but returned half an hour 
later. Mr. Swenson arrived in the mean- 
time and I called Jones on the telephone. 
I told him about the check, and Jones re- 
trlied, ‘I drew that check, it 1s all right.’ 
I then told him that Mr. Swenson wanted 
to speak to Mr. Rice. Later I sent an- 
other clerk to again call Mr. Rice to the 
telephone, and he returned and said Mr. 
Rice had died the night before. I then 
handed the check back to Short. Some 
time later, probably an hour,” continued 
the witness, ‘“‘Mr. Patrick and another 
man came into th- office an asked to see 
Mr. Swenson. Patrick said, ‘Our go00d 
friend, Rice, Gied last night.’ That is all 
I heard.” 

Mr. Wallace then testified that in his 
cpinion the signature on the check was 
not in Mr. Rice’s handwriting. 

After a brief cross-examinetion, a recess 
was taken until 7 p. m.

Jefferson to give a performance almost 
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Joseph Jefferson has done these fifty 
years, remains for some American actor 
yet unborn. The chances are his mantle 
will fall aside when the last curtain 
descends on his earthly stage and 
none will rise to claim it. The 
Place which Joseph Jefferson holds 
in the _ affections of the -Ameri- 
can public may in time be filled 
by aonther as kind and gentle; although 
this, at the present time, seems improba- 
ble. But one thing is assured—his art. 
essentially his own, will die with him. 
None may hope to appropriate his meth- 
ods with like success. The alchemy of 
qualities which is responsible for his suc- 
cess is possessed by. him alone. 

Joseph Jefferson's art defies analysis. 
The keynote of his success is a method 
of absolute sincerity and directness. 
His acting is the apotheosis of natural- 
ness. Properly speaking, when one con- 
siders the myriad conventions of the 
stage, he cannot be saidtoact. He sim- 
ply is. For the time being he sinks his 
individuality completely in the character- 
istics of the role he seeks to invest. He 
gives no evidence of what he thinks that 
man should be or do or say under vary- 
ing circumstances of the play—he is sim- 
ply the n himself. This facility in los- 
ing sight of self—in stepping aside and 
beyond one’s personality—is a heaven- 
born gift youchsafed to but the few. The 
best actors seldom do more than sug- 
gest. Joseph Jefferson, in spite of his 
years, makes one forget. 

Such, in brief, is the rough outline of 
the distinctive characteristic of his act- 
ing. He has scorned method—artifice 
has no place or part in his art. 

Today, with his seventy and more 
years, Joseph Jefferson is nothing short 
of a wonderful man. On the Stage his 


years are suggested only by his figure. 
the lines around his neck and the 
gnarled appearance of his hands. His 
eyes have all the fire and expressiveness 
of youth. Wonderful eyes they are—as 
important or more so than the varying 
intonations of his voice. 

In “Rip Van Winkle” Jefferson found 
a part to which he has become better 
adapted as the years have passed. With 
the possible exception of Caleb Plummer. 
it is today the role best suited to his 
years. The exigencies of the character 
in the last act make age, real or well 
simulated, important. In his portrayal 
of the role yesterday afternoon one could 
detect little ir any evidence of a falling 
off in potency and charm during the past 
five or six Years. 

One noticeable feature of Jefferson’s 
acting is his wonderful hold on children. 
This was particularly manifest in the 
performance of “Rip Van Winkle.”’ 

Jefferson, of course, dominated the 
stage all but completely. Other members 
of the company especially worthy of 
mention are John Jack, Virgie Glyndon, 
Ipha Yerair and Ffoliott Paget.

Hiram O’Neal Barred Out the Con- 
gregation While He Held Meet- 
ing of the Society of Uni- 
ty—Interesting Trial 
This Afternoon. 


The police were called last night to 
settle a row at Mt. Zion. a colored Bap- 
tist church, corner of Piedmont avenuc 
and Baker street. Hiram O’Neal, the 
chairman of the board of deacons, was 
locked up and subsequently released on 
his own recognizance, his case being set 
for trial this afternoon. 

The arrest of O’Neal, who is one of the 
best known negroes in the city, brought 
out an interesting story involving a 
unique church row which has been going 
an for six months. 

The pastor of Mt. Zion church, the Rev. 
Tuggie, resigned about six months ago 
and went to Florida. The congregation 
began to cast about for a new pastor and 
a majority. it is claimed, wanted to call 
the Rev. Phillips, a local preacher. Hiram 
O’ Neal. the chairman of the board of dea- 
cons, objected to the call and he says he 
was backed up by the other deacons, 

Repeated efforts were made to call Phil- 
lips and each time O’Neal filfbustered 
and frustrated the attempts. This thing 
went on until last week. when the con- 
gregation decided to set a time for a 
meeting and Suesday evening was named. 


Last night when the members of the. 


congregation arrived at the church they 
found Hiram O’Neal on the inside with 
six women. The doors were : barred and 
O’ Neal auietly informed the members out- 
side that he and the sisters. were holding 
a meeting of the Society of Unity and 
that they would not vacate and would not 
allow any other meeting held in the 
building. This called for the police and a 
runner was sent after Bicycle Officers 
Wells and Key. 
Police on the Scene. 

When the two officers reached the 
seene they found a large delegation of 
church members shivering in the street, 
while on the inside of the church were 
O’ Nea] and the half dozen women. 

The members of the congregation in the 
street informed the officers of their inten- 
tion to hold a meeting for the purpose 
of calling a pastor. 

“‘We agreed Sunday night,’’ they stated, 
“‘to meet here tonight and call a pastor. 
We have been a flock without a shepherd 
for six months and Brother O’Neal won't 
let us call anybody. He is in there now 
pretending to hold a meeting of the sis- 
ters and brothers of the Society of Unity. 
but the society is not of the church and 
he has no right to keep us out here In the 
cold.’”’ 

The officers found the church doors 
barred. O'Neal stated that he had a 
right to hold a meeting of the Society of 
Unitv and that he woulkdn’t vacate or 
abdicate unless forced to do so by the 
arm of the law. 

The arm of the law took hold of O’Neal 
and escorted him to the police barracks, 
where he was locked up. Captain Jennings 
released him without bail and set the 
case for a hearing this afternoon. 


‘What the Deacon Says. 
O’Nea) states that he was not trying 
to create any disturbance. 


“JT am chairman of the board of dea- 
cons,” he said, “and the board is not 
ready for the church to call a pastor. We 
will have to first get the business of the 
church into a food condition before we 
will be able to call anybody. Our Soctety 
of Unity met tonight and those people 
on the outside tried to run over us 
whether or no.’’ 

Mt. Zion church has been in a foment 
for a long time. Three or four years ago 
the police were called tn and several] ar- 
rests were made, Hiram O’Neal being one 
of the prisoners. There seems to be two 
factions in the church and they are al- 
ways warring one against the other. 

All of Mt. Zion church, with the board 
of deacons and the Society of the Sisters 
and Brothers of Unity, will be on hand 
this afternoon when Recorder Broyles 
hears the case against O' Neal.

Olof Bergsirom, of Gothenburg, 
Neb.. one of the premoters of the road, 
reached here yesterday and called upon 
a nuinber of business men. The matter 
was presented to them, and it is Ukely 
the company will be organized. 


It is understood that the railroad ‘sg to. —_. 


be backed entirely by English capital, 
and a local company is cnly necessary to 
secure the rights of way and file thé 
necessary it.corporation papers. The men 
who are backing the read propose to 
build it‘from Walhalla, 8. C., to a point 
in Kentucky near Louisville, though it is 
their ultimate intention to enter this city. 
It is proposed to open up a section of 
Kentucky that fs not traversed by a rail- 
road now. The promoters have already 
secured a road running from Port Royal, 
S. C., to Walhalla, S. C., and about four 
hundred miles of track will be construct- 
ed from Walhalla in this direction. The 
road will enter Kentucky from Pickett 
county, Tennessee, and will pass throug 
Clinton, Cumberland, Adair, Green, Larue 
and Hardin counties, in this state. 

Mr. Bergstrom says the road will open 
up immense mineral, coal and timoer 
lends in Kentucky and Tennessee. He 
says if iron is found in sufficient quanti- 
ties English capital will build iron fur- 
naces in beth Kentucky and Tennessee 
and develop the country. He says ths 
English investors are already making ar- 
rangements to hew logs along the line of 
the proposed road in Tennessee, co be 
shipped to Great Britain and the contt 
nent. . 

One reason for bullding the road, ac- 
cecrcing to Mr. Bergstrom, is to get coal 
from Kentucky and Tennessee to Port 
Roysl. He believes it will be the means 
of maxing Port Royal an important sea-

for thousands of tons of coal.

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Since General Samuel Thomas admit-

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ABANDON CRANE 
Committeo Having Charge of Matter 
Se Decides. 

THE BIDS ARE ALL REJECTED 


Pump Building Cannot Carry Any 
of Weight of Crane. 


BIDDERS ARE TO BE NOTIFIED 


Board Had Favored Bid of J. M. 
Alexander & Co., Until Plan 
' Was Submitted. 


. 

For the present, at least, the water com- 
missioners have abandoned the plan of 
building a traveling crane at the river 
pumping station. 

This decision was reached yesterday 
afternoon by the committee appointed to 
consider the bids on cranes that had 
been submitted by several companies. 
That matter was referred Ao the presi- 
dent of the board, the city engineer and 
the chairman of the finance committee. 
When: the bids were opened during the 
meeting of the board séveral days ago 
they were sent to this committee for con- 
sideration and action. 

After consideration at that time it was 
decided that J. M: Alexander & Co., of 
this city, had 
vantageous bid. The bid of that com- 
pany was $3,450 for a crane to be erected 
upon wood supports, and $4,100 if steel 
supports were to be used. While it was 
considered that the Alexander bid was 
the lowest, the committee decided that 
before any contract was let the company 
should submit a plan of the crane which 
they desired to sell to the board. 

In accordance with that wish the Alex- 
ander company furnished the board with 
plans and specifications. These were re- 
ferred to the city engineer and the city 
building inspector. . City Engineer Clay- 
ton and City Buflding Inspector Pittman 
went. out to the pumping station yes- 
terday morning and made an investiga- 
tion of the building where the new 15,- 
000,000 gallon pump is to be located and 
where the crane, if purchased, would 
have been placed. 

The plan submitted by J. M. Alexander 
& Co. provided that part of the crane 
should be attached to the walls of the 
building. The board had wished that 
the crane be erected independent of these 
walls, and for that reason the matter 
had been referred to the city building in- 
spector and city engineer for investiga- 
tion and réport. At the meeting of the 
committee held yesterday afternoon in 
the office of the board, City Building In- 
spector Pittman regHrted that while the 
walls of the pumping station were ade- 
quate to support the roof, it would not be 
wise to put additional burdens upon them. 

“T found the walls perfectly straight 
and plumb,” said Mr. Pittman, “but I 
would not advise making them bear any 
more weight.” 

The report of City Engineer Clayton 
was substantially that made by the build- 
ing inspector. After hearing from both 
of these gentlemen Commissioner Blood- 
worth said he thought the plan should be 
abandoned. He considered the crane un- 
necessary. ‘The other members agreed 
with him. ~The board will ratify the ac- 
tion of the committee at the next meet- 
ing and the various bidders will be ac- 
quainted with the action taken. 

A telegram was sent to the Holly com- 
pany, which is to furnish the new pump. 
That company had agreed to contribute 
$1,500 of the price of the traveling crane, 
as it could be used in erecting the new 
pump. The board contemplated having 
the crane in case of accident to the 
pumps. At some future time the board 
may again take up the crane matter, but 
for the present it is probable that noth- 
ing more will be done in that direction.

LABOR. INTERESTS: WERE. 
FORCIBLY. REPRESEATEN 


Two Hollow Ware Manufactories at 
Rothe Which, It Is Said, a Con- 
-vict Establishment at Mil- 
. ‘Jedgeville Would 
Wipe Out.

A strong and earnest protest was en- 
tered before the prison commission yes- 
terday against the establishmetit at the 
prison farm at: Milledgeville of a plant for 
the manufacturing of hollow ware and 
stove utensils. 7 

The protest came from the represents 
tives and the employers of free labor, a 
large delegation coming from Rome, 
where there are now in operation two 
foundries which manufacture hollow 
ware. Those present from Rome were 
Captain John J, Seay, president of the 
Southern Co-operative Foundry Com- 
rany: C. Terhune, of the firm of Bowie 
& Terhune.- proprietors of the Rome 


‘Stove Works: Seaborn Wright, attorney 


for the Co-operative Company; W. A. 
Knowles, editor of The Rome Tribune, 
and Counciiman Harry Williamson, who 
camé as a representative of the Federa- 
tion of Trades in Rome. 

Hon. C. C. Houston, representative from 
Fulton county and one of the best known 
labor leaders. and Jerome Jones, pro- 
prietor of The Journal of Labor, were be- 

fare the commission representing the 
free jabor interests of Fulton county: 

Of the prison commission there were 
present Chairman J. S. Turner and Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans, Commissioner 
Tom Eason not having reached the city. 

One of the most forcible argiments on 
the subject was made by Hon, Seaborn 
Wright. who spoke both in behalf of the 
manufactories and of the skilled labor 
which they employ. Briefly the main 
paints presented by Mr. Wright. Captain 
Seay and Mr. Terhune were that in the 
citv of Rome there are two hollow ware 
foundres, namely the Romo Steve Works 
and the Southern Co-operative Foundry 
Company. working about 10 men. One of 
these foundries is a co-operative concern 
owned by about thirty-five young men in 
Rome. These two foundries can turn out 


enough g00ds to supply the entire demand $ 
for them in Georgia. If the commisston 


establishes a foundry with convict labor 
it closes the two foundries at Rome and 
throws out of employment 100 men. These 
molders cannot compete with convict 
labor at 75 cents ver day. If this convict 
foundry is established it means not only 
competition with free labor in Georgia, 
but the destruction of this class of free 
labor in the state and the absolute ruin 
of many young men engaged in this busi- 
ness. | 
Legal Points Raised. 

‘The establishment of such a foundry 
at fhe convict farm and permitting pri- 
vate individuals to control the convict la- 
bor in the manufacture of these goods,” 
Mr. Wright sald. “involves the ingugura- 
tion of a policy which is far reaching in 
effect. I believe and have so advised my 
friends that to establish this foundry 
would be in direct conflict with the law. 

“Tt had a talk with the attorney general, 
Mr. Terrell, and he said he had by no 
means given the commission an opinion 
on the subject. He said that his mind 
was not clear on certain points connected 
with the matter. and he had no doubt 
that before the commission took any ac- 
tion it would go fully into the matter 
with him."’ 

Mr. Wright stated he was satisfied that 
the legislature contemplated in enacting 
the recent convict law the abolishment of 
the working of convicts by private in- 
dividuals. That is.shown, he said, by the 
fact that the state works the convicts on 
the farm... 

“The state works the convicts every- 
where else in the state,’’ Chairman Tur- 
ner said. ‘“They are worked by the state 
‘and for private parties.’’ 

“That’s just it,” Mr. Wright replied. 
‘The intent of the legislature was to 
found. or at least begin a system where- 
by the question of profit to private in- 
dividuals should be eliminated. The legis- 
lative mind points directly to the aboli- 
tion of private gain to individuals through 
the convict system. The sentiment of 
the people cf Georgia is that that system 
should be abolished and the law relating 
to the prison farms indicates that fact. 

“T would not have so much to say if the 
state itself were to make these goods, in 
an establishment owned by itself. That 
would present entirely another question. 
The state would not so cheapen goods as 
to destroy every dollar of property in this 
co-operative company and the free labor

Now 
when you put this business into the 
hands of men who get their labor at % 
cents per day you crush out their capl- 
tal and their business.” 

“Suppose a foundryman had bid for 
some of the convicts two or three years 
azo when the lease was made?” suggested 
Chairman Turner. “Do you think he could 
have secured them?’ 

“I do not,” was Mr. Wright's reply. “I 
do not believe you would have so leased 
them. The law, to my mind, distinctly 
prohibits it, for it says that in letting the 
convict labor it shall be done so that it 
will come least into competition with free 
labor.”’ 

“I believe the mind and heart of the 
people of Georgia are against the lease 
system. If you want to manufacture 
hollowware let the state of Georgia do it 
herself just as she grows corn at the farm, 
but do not lease the labor to private par- 
ties. When you do that you destroy and 
nip in the bud the legislative intent which 
was to remove this competition of con- 
vict labor with free labor.’’ 


Mr. Heuston Questioned. 


In the course of his statement before 
the commission, Hon. C. C. Houston was 
asked several questions by the mem- 
bers of the commission. He asserted that 
the people of Georgia do not want this 
labor at the farm let out to private par- 
ties. It will be recognized by the people, 
he said, as the opening wedge whereby 
not only convict made hollow ware, but 
other convict made goods may be brought 
into competition with free labor. 

“As a member of the iegislature and as 
a representative of labor,’’ asked Chair- 
man Turner, “what would you suggest 
as proper work for the convicts?’ 

‘You should work them all on 
roads,’ was the reply. 

‘‘And support them by public taxation?” 
asked the chairman. 

‘Yes,”’ Mr. Houston answered, 

‘What immediate benefit would skilled 
labor in Atlanta derive from that course?”’ 
the chairman asked. 

“It would benefit free labor to the ex- 
tent that it would remove all competition 
from convict labor,’’ Mr. Houston replied. 
‘Good roads will be of benefit to the free 
laborer everywhere. His labor is his cap- 
ital, and when you bring cheap ‘convict 
labor into competition with it you destroy 
it to that extent.’’ 

Chairman Turner stated that when con- 
victs were leased in south Georgia to 
operators of lumber and turpentine camps 
a protest came from the free labor of that 
section. Now the same sort of protests 
are being received, he said, from north 
Georgia. But this labor, he stated,.is not 
skilled labor. 

Mr. Houston said of course there must 
be a distinction made between convict 
labor and ‘skilled labor. A man who has 
served his apprenticeship and perfected 
himself in a trade is entitled to consider- 
ation, He opposed the idea of having con- 
victs taught trades within penitentiary 
walls and then coming into competition 
with skilled labor when they are released 
from prison. 

W. A. Knowles, editor of The Rome 
Tribune, stated that he was in close touch 
with the labor interests in his section 
and they feel that this question before 
the commission involves their life’s work. 
They believe that the establishment of 
such a plant at the state prison fafm, 
controlled by private parties, would re- 
sult in wiping out their business and 
their homes. 

Captain John J. Seay stated how, at 
the time wages were so generally reduced, 
some of the experienced molders got to- 
gether in Rome and finally started the 
Southern Co-operative Foundry Company, 
in which the laborers are )arge stockhold- 
ers. Competition from convict made 
goods, he said, would destroy their plant 
and their business, and would mean the 
loss of their homes which they have built 
after years of toil and saying. 


Will Soon Reach Decision. 

The prison commission will take up 
the matter within the next day or two, 
and an early decision will no doubt be 
reached as to whether the proposition 
from the Atlanta parties shall be ac- 
cepted or not. As has been stated, this 
proposition simply involves the hire of 
the convicts at the prison farm, the par- 
ties interested putting in the manufac- 
tory there themselves, and paying the 
State for all the labor furnished. 

The prison commission is anxious to 
make these convicts remunerative to the 
State, if possible. The problem, how- 
ever, in Its present state is a very per- 
plexing one. One of the commissioners 
put it in this wise: 

“Which ‘is better: That 2,000,000 people 
in Georgia should get their supply of hol- 
low ware and stove utensils at 25 per 
cent less, or that the wages of 100 men 
engaged in the business should be main- 
tained at their present rate? Which 
would be carrying out the idea of good 
government, the greatest good to the 
greatest number.”’ 

The commission, it should be under- 
stood, is not inclined to take any step 
that will materially interfere with free 
labor, and they will take the matter fully 
eto consideration before reaching any 
decision. It may be that the appeal 
from the labor interests will be effective, 
but that will not be known for a day or 
two yet. 


Protests and Resolutions. 

The following protests and resolutions 
have been placed in the hands of the 
prison commission against the establish- 
ment of such a plant as has been con- 
templated: 

To the Honorable Board of Prison Com- 
missioners,—Gentlemen: We, the manu- 
facturers ahd business men of Dalton, respect- 
fully ask that you allow us to protest against 
the proposed seheme of allowing the state 
convicts to compete with honest free labor 
in building a stove foundry for the manu- 
facture of stoves and hollow ware as pro- 
— on the convict farm near Milledge- 
ville,

Rome, Ga., April 8, 1901.—To the Georgia 
State Prison Commission: At a meeting held 
this day by the molders of the Rome Stove 
Works we were appointed a committee to 
communicate with your honorable body and 
beg, in the name of justice and the welfare 
of the entire state, that you do not allow 
any man or set of men to use any of the 
convicts of the state to be employed in 
the manufacture of stoves oor hollow 
ware, or any kindred lines, which we 
feel would be a great injustice to free skilled 
labor.

Btate Will Get Over $51,000 for 
Quarter Just Ended. 


BEST QUARTER UNDER LEASE 


Prison Commission Now Has Con- 
trol of Nearly 2,300 Felony 
Convicts. 


The quarterly statement of the prison 
commission showing the receipts which 
will be derived from the lease of convicts 
for the quarter ending March 3lst was 
completed yesterday, and sent to the 
comptroller general. 

The statement shows receipts from the 
lease of convicts of $51,014.40 for the quar- 
‘ter, the largest amount received for 
any quarter under the present lease sys- 


tem. This is the first time the amount 
has ever gone over $51,000, or as high 
as that, and it is about $900 larger than 
the amount received for the quarter pre- 


vious. 

The sta@® takes in about $203,000 a year 
for the lease of convicts and the ex- 
pensges of the system are about 000 
annually, the crear, pein to the state be- 
ing more than $80,000. Thus in the last 
two years there has been turned into the 
treasury of the state from the convict 
system $166,000 in cash, and if the im- 
provements made at the prison farm be 
taken tnto consideration, the amount 
turned into Cag Sreceeny may be consid- 
ered $200,000. e quarterly statement of 
the prison commission, showing the re- 
oer ts for the quarter just ended, is as 
ollows:

Chief Ball Makes His New Detail of 
Bicycle Policemen. 


HORSES MAY BE DISCARDED 


Wheels Cheaper Than Horses and 
Much More Serviceable. 


CALL OFFICERS WILL SOON BE INCREASED 


Department Recognizing That Tel- 
ephones and Bicycles Will Give 
City Better Protection. 


Chief Ball has made out his new detail 
of bicycle policemen, which ds as follows: 

Bicycle Sergeans—Martin and Abbott. 

Bi¢cycle Patrolmen—Key, Wells, Moss, 
Jones. Stanley, Goree, Covington, Arthur, 
Chandler, Dorsey, Mayo, Pounds, Cornett, 
Coker, Doyal, Hubbard. Tibba, Dobbs, 
Poole, Rutledge. Maddox, Engleit and 
Connally. 

Although the commissioners have pass- 
ed an order for the purchase of seventeen 
new wheels, there can be only twenty- 
three men placed on bicycles because 
eight of the old wheels are worthless. It 
is therefore probable that with the ad- 
ditional fifteen wheels, eight others will 
be bought to take the place of those unfit 
for service. When this is done there will 
be more men detailed for the bicycle ser- 
vice. 

The police of Atlanta have recognized 
that this is a dav of bicycles and tele- 
phones and by utilizing the ’phones and 
using more bicycles the city can be given 
much areater police protection for the 
same money now appropriated. 

It also seems probable that the horses 
will be discarded after a while. It costs 
the city about $150 a year to keep up a 
horse, and the first cost is five times as 
great as that of a bicycle, 

A man on a wheel in a city Hke At- 
lanta can go anywhere that a man on a 
horse can go. An officer on horseback is 
@ sort of advertisement. criminals know- 
ing when he is coming, as he can be seen 
and the horse can be heard several blocks 
away. A man on a wheel can keep out of 
sight and makes no noise. If an officer on 
horseback chases a criminal and the 
latter jumps a fence the officer must dis 
mount and tie the horse before he can re- 
sume the chase on foot. A man on a 
wheel can alight quickly and leave the 
wheel while he loses no time in giving 
further chase. 

These arguments are ‘being brought to 
bear on the police commissioners and it is 
believed that horses will soon go and that 
all the patrolmen in residence portions 
of the city will be expert bicycle riders. 

Since steps have been taken to adver- 
tise the call officer system, the chief of

A NEW COCAINE ORDINANCE 


Atlanta Will Have Law Similar to 
Nashville Ordinance—Commit- 
teo Met Yesterday. 


A new cocaine ordinance was substi- 


tuted in place of the Reed ordinance at 
the meeting of the ordinance committee 
yesterday afternoon. The committee de- 
cided to report favomably on the message 
of the new law. 

The new ordinance will have as a spe- 
Clal feature a clause similar to one in 
the Reed proposal against ‘‘whiffer’”’ and 
the “whiffer joint.’’ Otherwise it will be 
a copy of the law of Nashville on the 
same subject, only changing the penalty. 
This law, with the penalty changed, is as 
follows: 

“Section 1. That it shall hereafter be 
unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion within the limits of the city of Nash- 
ville to sell or give cocaine or any prep- 
aration containing cocaine to any person 
in any quantity whatever, unless the 
person who is to use the same shal! pro- 
duce at the time of purchase & certificate 
or prescription from some licensed phy- 
sician, on which prescription shall also 
be written the name of the party who is 
to use the cocaine, stating ‘hat such per- 
son needs cocaine for his or her physical 
welfare, and a separate certificate or pre- 
scription shall be produced for each pur- 
chase. 

“Each certificate or prescription shall 
bear the date on which it is issued and 
no sale shall be made upon the certificate 
or prescription except on the date it is 
issued. 

“Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the drug- 
gist selling said cocaine, as hereinbefore 
authorized, to preserve each certificate 
or prescription thus received, first indors- 
ing thereon the date i* is filled. He shall 
also record in the poison book the date 
any cocaine is sold, to whom sold. the 
amount sold and the name of the physi- 
clan issuing the prescription therefor. 
Said druggist shall, whenever called 
upon by the city board of health, but at 
least four times a vear, file with the said 
board of health, on blanks to be furnish- 
ed by said board, a transcript of said 
poison book, relating to the sale of said 
cocaine, and sald reports shall be kept 
on file in the office of said boatd. 

“Sec. 3. This ordinance shall not apply 
to wholesale druggists, who sell said 
drug to other druggists for retail, but it 
is intended that this ordinance &hall ap- 
ply only where the same is sold for con- 
sumption by the party purchasing the 
same, or for whom it is purchased. 

“Sec. 4. A violation of this ordinance 
shall subject the offender to a fine of not 
more than $500 for each offense or not 
more than thirty days in stockade.”
